The 
Archbiſhop then delivered the Scepter into her right Hand, 
and the Ivory Rod into her left Hand. Their Majefties 
then made their ſecond Oblation, and received the Com- 
munion; and, the final Prayers being read, they retired into 
St. Andrew's Chapel, where they were inveſted with their 
royal Robes and Crowns of State. 


A Proceflion then was made back to Weſtminſter-Hallin 
the ſame Order as before, except the Regalia, Prebends, 
and Choirs, which did not return; and the Marquis of 
Rockingtiam, who attended his Majeſty to ſupport his right 

Their Majeſties retired into the Court of Wards till Din- 
ner was ready ; and then, fitting in their Chairs of State, 
the firſt Courſe was brought up with the uſual Ceremony ; 
his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, and his Royal High- 
. neſs the Duke of Cumberland, fitting at the End of the Ta- 
ble, on his Majeſty's right Hand ; and her Royal Highneſs 
the Princeſs Auguſta, at the other End of the Table, on 
the 
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the Queen's left Hand. Before the ſecond Courſe, the 
Champion was brought up between the High Conſtable 
and Earl Marſhal, followed by four Pages, and preceded by 
the Herald, who pronounced the Challenge,. the Cham. 
| pions, two Eſquires with his Lance and Target, two Ser- 
jeants at Arms, and the Trampets, the W 1 Marſhal go- 
ing before to clear the Paſſage. 


Immediately after the Return of the aue Gar- 
ter King at Arms, attended by the reſt of the Heralds, pro- 
claimed his Majeſty's Style in Latin, French, and Engliſh, 
three ſeveral Times; firſt upon the Top of the Steps near 
the Table; next in the Middle of the Hall; and, laſtly, 
at the Bottom of the Hall.

iT HER E will be only two Eclipſes, and they both 
of the Sun. The firſt is an Eclipſe of the Sun, on 


the 25th of May, about half an Hour before One in the 
Morning, and therefore inviſible. 


The ſecond Eclipſe j is of the Sun, which happens on 
the 17th of November, about a Quarter after Ten in the 
forning ; but the Moon's South Latitude, augmented by 
er Parallax, will be inviſible to us, and all this Part of the 
Globe,
